The  National  Convention  of  the  National  Scrip  Collectors  Association  (NSCA) 
will  be  held  at  the  Ramada  Inn,  Beckley,  West  Virginia,  on  Friday  and  Saturday, 

May  2  and  3,  according  to  an  announcement  today  by  Walter  Caldwell,  Secretary  of 
the  organization.

Scrip  tokens,  miner’s  artifacts,  stickers,  books,  stocks  and  bonds  and  other 
collectibles  from  mining  and  manufacturing  will  be  bought,  sold  and  traded.  The 
public  is  invited  to  visit  the  show  on  Friday  from  8  a.m.  to  4  p.m.  and  on 
Saturday  from  8  a.m.  to  12  noon. 

Special  features  of  the  meeting  will  include  a  group  dinner  on  Friday  for 
members  and  their  guests.  A  special  auction  sale  of  scarce  scrip  tokens  will  be 
hold  on  Friday  evening  following  the  dinner. 

Several  hundred  guests  are  expected  along  with  exhibitors  from  KY,  OH,  PA, 

TN,  IL,  AL  and  WV.  Thousands  of  differant  scrip  tokens  will  be  on  display  along 
with  old  miner's  lamps,  post  cards,  stock  certificates,  etc.  The  new  editions 
of  the  Edkins'  Catalog  of  Coal  Company  Scrip  will  be  available  for  purchase. 

There  will  be  no  admission  charge  and  members  of  the  public  having  tokens 
(scrip)1  that  they  would  like  to  have  identified  and/or  appraised  are  invited 
to  attend.

NSCA  is  an  organization  dedicated  to  preserving  a  segment  of  the  history 
associated  with  workers  and  their  families  in  coal  mining  and  lumbering  operations. 
Formed 'In  1972,  it  has  approximately  500  members  in  forty-two  states.  More 
than  15,000  pieces  of  different  coal  tokens  have  been  located  and  catalogued 
and  over  5,000  tokens  from  the  lumber  industry  have  been  catalogued. 

Scrip  was  used  as  a  medium  of  wages  due  to  the  isolated  location  of  the  mines 
and  lumber  camps  in  the  early  days.  It  saved  the  owners  from  keeping  large 
amounts  of  cash  on  hands  and  was  used  by  some  owners  to  restrict  employees  to 
buying  the  necessities  of  life  from  the  Company  Store.  With  the  improvement 
in  roads  and  transportation,  employees  began  to  shop  at  nearby  larger  towns 
and  the  use  of  scrip  gradually  died  out.  Since  thetokens  are  no  longer  in  use, 
they  have  become  highly  prized  by  collectors. 

Members  of  the  National  Scrip  Collectors  Association  will  be  available  to 
explain  the  various  exhibits,  to  answer  questions,  and  to  give  free  appraisals 
of  scrip  and  to  assist  visitors  in  enjoying  the  show.  Many  of  the  exhibitors 
will  have  scrip  available  for  sale.
